1  The  93d  MP  Bn  guarded  a  total  of  56  PW's  during  this  reporting 
period  at  tho  17th  Field  Hospital,  An  Khe;  67th  Evac  hospital,  (W-  Llion;

2  A  total  of  63  H'/‘s  were  escorted  from  PW  Hospitals  and  LZ  Engligh

3  Military  police  reports  initiated  during  the  reporting  quarter 
totaled  2,278. 

4  Radar  and  mirror  boxes  have  been  utilized  daily  throughout  the 
93d  MP  Bn's  area  of  responsibility.  As  a  result,  1,461  traffic  cita¬ 
tions  were  issued.  Of  2  radar  units  assigned,  1  is  non-operational 
due  to  a  faulty  transistor. 

5  The  93d  MP  Bn  processed  175  Serious  Incident  Reports  (SIR)  dur¬ 
ing  the  reporting  period. 

6  The  93d  MP  Bn  established  a  program  of  Aerial  Detection  and  Iden¬ 
tification  of  Speeders  (ADIOS).  Aircraft  are  being  used  to  augment  and 
support  traffic  operations  by  monitoring  convoy  movements,  identifying 
congestion,  measuring  speed  of  individual  vehicles,  and  providing  a  ver¬ 
satile  deterrent  to  hazardous  driving.  Every  effort  is  made  to  employ 
aircraft  4  hours  per  day,  7  days  per  v;eek.  Priority  employment  is  along 
QL-1  from  the  northern  border  of  MR  2  to  Tuy  Hoa,  a  distance  of  about 
200  road  miles.  Secondary  employment  is  along  the  eastern  portion  of 
QL-19  from  Qui  Nhon  to,  but  not  including,  the  An  Khe  Pass,  a  distance 
of  about  30  miles.  Combined  Police  patrols  have  been  integrated  into 
the  program.  Road  markings  at  176'  intervals  are  being  used  to  clock 
vehicles  from  the  air.  During  the  reporting  period,  1,296  vehicles 
have  been  timed.  Citations  have  been  issued  to  179  US  military  drivers, 
20  ROK's,  and  21  ARVN.

(d)  Intorrogation  Reports  from  liACV  Sectors  and  22nd  ARVN  Div, 

(0)  Liaison  with  various  intelligence  units  in  the  area  of  opera¬ 
tions  :  l,o.,'l72d  MI  Det,  524th  MI  Det,  525th  MI  Det, 

V 

g.  Force  Dovolopmont.  On  15  Oct  70,  the  66th  MP  Co  relocated  2 
squads  to  Tuy  Hoa  AFB  as  an  initial  stop  in  assuming  DL&O  resppnsibility 
for  that  location.  Further  deployments  and  rclocabions  are  planned  duiv 
ing  the  ne:d;  reporting  period. 


h.  Gommunicatior.s, 

(L)  During  the  reporting  period,  additional  radio  relay  stations 
were  established  at  location  Blackhawk,  about  ISmiles 
and  at  Song  Cau;  thus  providing  radio  communications  capability  between 

all  Bn  locations. 
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*  (2)  Tv/o  RTT  units  assigned  to  the  battalion  vere  located  at  Coap 

Schuidt,  Fioiku,  and  Caap  Keystone,  Qui  'Jlion.  A  total  of  490  messages 
■were  sent  and  285  nosoages  received  dxiring  this  reporting  period.  Dif¬ 
ficulty  has  been  experienced  in  keeping  the  unit  at  Pleiku  operational 
due  to  aochanical/eloctrical  failures. 


(1)  The  loss  of  potential  kensy  career  nen. 


(a)  OBSERVATION:  Through  the  prograi^is  offered  by  the  Veterans 
Administration  and  the  C-I  BiH,  the  United  States  Government  is  making 
it  more  and  more  beneficial  for  the  young  soldier  to  leave  the  service. 
As  a  result,  the  service  is  losing  many  personnel  of  high  caliber, 

(b)  EVALUATION;  liany  personnel  are  leaving  the  service  after 
a  normal  two  year  obligation  because  there  is  a  better  opportunity  for 
them  to  continue  thoir  education  after  separation  from  the  Army,  Al¬ 
though  tho  Amy  has  many  educational  programs  available  to  qua.lificd 
career  soldiers,  none  of  then  can  comparo  to  tho  educational  opportim- 
itios  offered  by  the  GI  Bill;  and  the  Veterans  Administration,  Unless 
he  is  selected  for  an  Amy  sponsored  schooling  program,  the  active  ser¬ 
vice  member  must  attend  school  during  non-duty  hours  and  pay  50^  of  the 
tuition.  Many  tines  it  is  impossible  or  impractical  to  attend  this  type 
of  program  due  to  duty  comma taents.  The  indiaddual  with  initiative  and 
desire  to  soolc  self  improvement  leaves  tho  service  to  take  advantage  of 
the  schooling  available  to  him, 

(c)  RSGOI-IMEWDATION;  The  existing  degree  completion  program 
should  either  bo  broadened  or  liberalized  and  made  available  to  more 
personnel,  or  a  siniliar  program  should  be  initiated  tboat  wovild  offer 
the  potential  career  soldier  the  same  opportunity  available  to  the  in¬ 
dividual  who  sometimes  grudgingly  spends  two  years  in  tho  service  and 
ioakes  no  worthwliilc  contribution.  The  program  should  obligate  tho  man 
for  a  specific  period  of  tirae  for  each  year  tliat  ho  has  spent  away  fi*om 
active  duty.  The  above  program  would  encourage  more  nen  to  make  a  car¬ 
eer  out  of  tho  military  service  and  would  I’lprovo  tho  quality  of  the 
career  soldier  as  well. 
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(2)  Reassignment  for  newly  promoted  Sergeants  E5. 

(a)  OBSERVATION :  Newly  promoted  sergeants  E5  often  have  a  dif¬ 
ficult  time  extracting  themselves  from  the  familiar  relationship  they 
have  established  with  their  former  peers  and  elevating  themselves  to 

the  position  of  authority  their  newly  acquired  rank  dictates.  They  also 
have  a  difficult  time  associating  with  and  developing  a  comfortable  work¬ 
ing  relationship  with  fellow  NCO's  who  were  formerly  their  superiors. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Because  of  this  difficulty  in  exerting  auth¬ 
ority  over  former  peers,  the  new  sergeant  may  not  be  as  efficient  or 
effective  as  he  otherwise  might  be.  The  challenges  inherent  in  the  new 
positon  of  responsibility  are  compounded  by  personal  stresses  that 
might  lead  to  compromising  the  new  NCO's  objectivity  and  thereby  losing 
the  respect  and  cooperation  of  his  superiors  and  subordinates. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATIONS :  Upon  promotion  to  sergeant  E5,  the  indi¬ 
vidual  should  be  transferred  to  another  unit  or  another  job.  This  pol¬ 
icy  could  be  easily  implemented  within  a  Battalion  or  Group.  This  would 
eliminate  the  ramifications  of  too  close  a  relationship  with  subordin¬ 
ates  and  allow  him  to  establish  rapport  with  a  different  group  of  NCO's. 

b.  Intelligence; 

(1)  Enemy  tactics. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  The  enemy  employed  a  coordinated  attack  on 
both  QL-19  and  the  local  fire  support  bases  during  the  reporting  period. 

A  westbound  convoy  escorted  by  the  560th  Military  Police  Company  came 
under  heavy  enemy  fire  at  the  base  of  the  Miang  Giang  Pass  (BR  245506). 
Simultaneously,  LZ  Action  (BR  267476),  the  nearest  location  containing 

a  reaction  force,  received  7  rounds  of  82  mm  mortar  fire;  thus  hampering 
artillery  and  reaction  support  for  the  ambushed  convoy. 

(b)  EVALUATION :  The  enemy  has  changed  their  tactics  to  effect 
coordinated  attacks. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  firebases  in  the  near  proximity  to 
main  supply  routes  be  made  aware  of  this  change  in  enemy  tactics. 

(2)  Security  of  Billets. 

(a)  OBSERVATION :  Sappers  continue  to  employ  new  methods  in 
attempts  to  incur  personal  injuries  and  billet  destruction  to  US  personnel. 
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Sappers,  through  the  use  of  satchel  charges,  destroyed  the  doors  of  sot- 
oral  troop  billots  and  then  sprayed  the  floor  area  with  autooatic  SJsall 
arms  firo, 

(b)  EVALUATION;  Sappers  are  auaro  of  the  US  practice  of  look¬ 
ing  all  billots  doors,  and  when  under  attaok  getting  as  low  as  possible 
to  the  ground. 

(c)  RPXQI'lMBliDATION;  That  vhon  possible,  all  troop  areas  to  in¬ 
clude  billets'  doors  bo  well- illuminated,  and  that  all  troop  billets  be 
looked,  with  a  guard  on  duty  inside  at  all  tiir.es  during  the  night. 

c.  Oncrations; 

(l)  Convoy  Escort. 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  Convoy  escort  and  security  personnel  are  re- 
naining  at  the  scene  of  an  ambush  after  the  convoy  has  cleared  the  kill 
zone,  thus  leaving  it  unprotected  for  the  remainder  of  its  movement  to 
its  destination. 

(b)  EVALUATIOH;  The  cner'y  has  initiated  numerous  sniper  inci¬ 
dents  at  convoys  in  an  attempt  to  evaluate  tho  actions  of  all  organic 
and  reaction  security  forces.  Noting  that  the  organic  security  forces 
remained  at  the  scene  of  the  sniping  incident  and  abandoned  their  con¬ 
voy,  the  enemy  cliangcd  his  tactics.  His  new  plan  called  for  a  sniping 
incident  on  a  convoy,  thus  drawing  off  tho  convoy's  organic  security, 
and  then  the  initiation  of  a  full  scale  a.mbush  a  few  miles  farther  dovm 
tho  road.  An  ambush,  such  as  that  mentioned  above  occurred  with  tho 
sniping  incident  taking  place  off  QL-19  Bridge  31  (BR  097552),  with  a 
fuli.  scale  arabush  being  initiated  at  Bridge  33  (BR  032513)#  Fortunately 
the  tactical  error  of  the  convoy's  security  forces  had  been  observed 
and  corrected,  thus  prover.ting  a  successful  anbush  on  the  part  of  the 
cner'y. 


(c)  RECOMMENDATION :  That  the  enemy's  new  tactic  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  all  units  securing  and  escorting  convoys  on  main 
supply  routes,  and  that  this  tactic  be  incorporated  in  the  LOT  of  all 
concerned  branch  schools. 

(2)  Traffic  Control  Using  Aircraft. 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  UIllB  helicopters  are  being  used  to  support 
aircraft  traffic  control  and  enforcement  operations. 
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(b)  EVALUATIOH;  One  current  criticise  of  the  progran  concerns 
the  cost  of  operating  helicopters  for  this  purpose.  There  is  some  ’’over¬ 
kill",  since  the  heliccpter  requires  a  crew  of  four  and  lias  space  for 
four  passengers, 

(c)  RECOMMEUDATICK':  A  I,ight  Observation  Holicopter  (lOH),  re¬ 
quiring  only  the  pilot  nnd  one  space  for  a  l-5ilitary  Policcran,  would  be 
adequate  and  pemit  nore  ccononical  operation, 

(3)  Convoy  Security. 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  The  enemy  has  been  euplpying  harassing  fire 
on  the  highway  quite  frequently, 

(b)  EVALUATION;  The  enemy  has  conducted  numerous  small  scale 
ambushes  on  Kighwaj'-  QL-19  between  BN  30  (3R  144535)  and  BN  33  (BR  033514). 
These  ambushes  have  incurred  little,  or  no  daniage,  thus  leading  one  to 
believe  that  there  is  some  other  reason  for  the  action.  Most  of  the  ojn- 
bushos  have  consisted  of  a  few  B_40  rockets  and  small  arms  fire.  It 
would  appear  the  enemy  is  attempting  to  establish  a  pattern  of  reaction 
on  the  part  of  convoj's  and  road  seciurity  vehicles, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION;'  That  all  convoy  escort  and  road  security 
vehicles  be  conscious  of  ammunition  economy.  Thus,  if  the  ener'.y  should 
stage  one  of  those  small  scale  ambushes,  these  vehicles  would  net  ceqjcnd 
all  of  their  organic  ammunition,  leaving  the  road  vulnerable  to  a  larger 
ambush, 

(4)  Detention  of  Deserters  by  Military  Police, 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  Several  deserters  were  apprehended  and  de¬ 
tained  by  military  police  pending  disposition.  Each  deserter  was  de¬ 
tained  from  8  to  10  days.  Units  from  which  they  deserted  are  lindcr  the 
impression  that  onco  an  individual  is  dropped  from  the  rolls,  the  unit 

is  relieved  of  all  responsibilities,  even  though  the  deserter  is  returned 
to  military  control.  The  time  lapse  takes  place  when  USARV  has  to  be 
contacted  for  assistance.  USARV  then  notifies  the  \init  tlirough  channels 
to  receipt  for  the  detainee, 

(b)  EVALUATION :  Most  Unit  Commanders  are  not  receiving  proper 
instructions  relative  to  the  disposition  of  deserters  returned  to  mili¬ 
tary  control. 

(c)  RECOlg'lENDATlON ;  That  appropriate  directives  and/or  guidance 
be  published. 
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d,  Or?ginizatj  on;  Hone. 


c.  T7.'alnlng; 

(l)  Training  of  MP’s. 


(a)  OBS.glVATIOH;  Military  polica.ien  arriving  in  RVN  arc  def¬ 
icient  in  the  basic  skills  required  to  perforin  DLSO  duty  and  traffic  ac¬ 
cident  investigation; 

(b)  EVALUATION;  Either  a  lack  of  motivation  or  a  lack  of  prop¬ 
er  training  is  resulting  in  a  large  number  of  sub-standard  n-alitaj^r'  pol¬ 
icemen  arriving  in  Vietnam.  Since  the  present  manpower  level  and  required 
conrdtaonts  necessitate  continuous  12  hour  shifts  the  only  possible  train¬ 
ing  tijTie  available  is  at  night,  during  the  man's  off  duty  hours,  VJhile 
this  unit  has  found  it  nocvsssary  to  follow  this  plan  for  a  thJ^eo  week 
cours.c  in  basic  military  police  skills,  constant  use  cf  the  individuals* 
off  duty  hours  for  training  \d.ll  invariably  result  in  a  lowering  of  mor¬ 
ale  and  efficiency.  A  nan  cannot  be  expected  to  be  alert  in  class  after 
working  a  12  hovir  shift. 

(c)  REGOMKEIIDATIOI5; 

(1)  Efforts  be  intensified  at'  AIT  level  to  screen  out  those 
individuals  who  Iiavo  poor  motivation  or  potential, 

(2)  More  cjrtensivo  training  bo  given  to  AIT  students  in  the 
area  of  traffic  accident  investigation.  In  Vietnam,  traffic  accidents 
constitute  a  major  part  of  a  patrolman's  duties. 

(3)  I'hndatrry  training  subjects  be  drastically  reduced 

in  Vietnam  since  time  available  for  training  is  almost  non-existent, 

f,  Lctristics; 

(1)  M-73  Machine  Guns. 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  The  360th  I'iilitary  Police  Company  has  exper¬ 
ienced  problems  with  the  ^^-73  machine  guns. 

(b)  El'/iLUAnON;  Tho  .spot  v:clds  of  the  feed  tray  assembly  are 
cons-fcantly  cracking,  eau<*ing  the  gems  to  malfunction. 

(c)  RECQi'liiENPATl'ON*  That  this  inforaation  bo  passed  on  to  the 
manufactiu'cr  as  a  deficiency.

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(2)  Barrel  loclting  lever  on  the  M-60  machine  gun. 

(a)  05SERVATI01I:  Often  the  barrel  locking  lover  on  the  M-60 
machine  gun  is  inadvertently  moved  into  an  upright  position  during  tran¬ 
sportation  or  utilization  of  the  weapon.  Unless  carefully  observed  just 
prior  to  firing,  the  barrel  locking  lever  could  be  in  an  upri^t  position 
which  disengages  the  barrel  from  the  weapon. 

(b)  EVAI.UATION;  The  upright  position  of  the  barrel  locldng 
lover  is  easily  unnoticed*  Therefore,  an  operator  of  the  li.60  machine 
gun  might  fire  the  weapon  with  tho  barrel  disengaged  resulting  in  ser¬ 
ious  bodily  liarm  to  the  onerator  and  damage  to  the  weapon, 

(cj  REGQXMlg)*DATION!  A  type  of  locking  device  should  be  devel¬ 
oped  on  the  barrel  locking  lever  to  insura  that  it  could  not  accident¬ 
ally  be  pushed  or  jarred  into  tho  upri^t  position.  Also,  the  underside 
of  the  tarrol  locking  lover  should  be  painted  a  bright  color  so  as  to  be 
conspicious  to  the  operator  before  firing  the  weapon, 

(3)  Windshields  for  K-i-VOb  armored  car, 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  Drivers  of  tho  armored  car  XM-7C6  arc  con¬ 
stantly  exposed  to  dust,  insects,  pebbles,  rain,  and  sud, 

(b)  EVALUATION;  Although  the  drivers  wear  goggles,  this  offers 
only  limited  protection,  Tho  rest  of  their  face  is  still  exposed  to  in¬ 
sects  and  rocks  and  the  dust  makes  breathing  difficult.  One  unit  is  cur¬ 
rently  employing  a  homo-made  windshield  consisting  of  a  ono  foot  square 
piece  of  plexiglass  welded  in  front  of  the  driver.  This  offers  oxcol- 
lent  protection  against  insects,  rocks,  dust,  rain,  and  mud.  The  wind¬ 
shield  is  tilted  slightly  to  the  rear  to  allow  the  airstream  to  keep 

the  glass  free  from  raindrops, 

(c)  RECOMMEI'fDATICN ;  Consideration  be  given  to  developing  a 
standard  tdndshield  for  the  X^^-706,  For  optir-ium  utilization,  this  wind¬ 
shield  should  ho  mounted  so  it  can  bo  dropped  down  when  riot  required, 

(4)  Mirror  Boxes. 

(a)  OBSERVATIONS ;  Mirror  boxes  an  frequently  rendered  inoper¬ 
ative  because  of  broken  mirrors  or  broken  stop  watches. 

(b)  EVALUATION ;  Usually,  the  only  means  of  replacing  broker 
mirrors  is  to  buy  them  on  the  local  economy.  Stop  watches  are  prdCtic- 
ally  impossible  to  repair  in  Vietnam,  or  to  procure  from  normal  supply 
sources  since  they  are  not  included  in  MP  unit  TO&E's. 
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(c)  RECOMMEHD/iTIOHt  That  sheets  of  polished  metal  be  used  to 
repalce  the  rairrors  in  the  boxes*  This  vdll  eliminate  the  mirror  break¬ 
age,  Such  devices  have  been  successfully  employed  by  units  of  this  Bat¬ 
talion,  Stop  watches  should  bo  added  to  the  MTOIS’s  of  MP  units  or 
Detachments. 

(5)  Slave  cylinders  for  XII- 706  armored  car. 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  A  repair  part  for  the  aroored  oar  XI-i-706>a 
slave  cylinder^  has  been  requisitioned  through  normal  military  channels. 

The  slave  cylindi^rs  received  had  been  modified  and  do  not  assemble  prop¬ 
erly  on  the  vehicle. 

(b)  miUATION;  The  slave  cylinder. ESN  2520-934-2340  differs 
from  the  original  nodcla  Installation  of  the  model  received  required 
that  it  be  mounted  at  a  90  degree  angle  different  from  the  slave  cylin¬ 
der  it  replaced.  Due  to  the  lack  of  space  and  the  difference  in  the 
mounting  angle,  the  now  models  now  being  received  through  supply  chan¬ 
nels  cannot  bo  installed.  An  Equipaent  feprovemont  Recommendation  has 
been  submitted  through  channels.  Ibdification  at  unit  level  can  bo  made 
on  the  slave  cylinder  to  fit  the  XI‘t-706  but  it  requires  TTolding  that 
sene times  distorts  the  cylinder  and  makes  it  non-repairable, 

(c)  RECOI^'USNDATION;  A  study  bo  made  to  detomino  why  the  cj'l- 
indor  bracket  was  modified  and  how  the  old  model  can  be  obtained. 

(6)  Personnel  Stretchers. 

(a)  OBSER’/ATTOH:  There  is  a  need  for  armored  cars  XIi-706  to 
carry  personnel  stretchers. 

(b)  g/ALUATION:  The  560th  KP  Company  has  liad  two  incidents  dem¬ 
onstrating  the  need  for  the  stretcher.  On  one  occasion^  an  intoxicated 
ARVN  soldier  was  struck  by  a  US  Amy  vehicle.  An  XH-706  was  on  the  scene. 
An  RF  squad  was  ambushed  near  BN  34  on  Ql-19,  with  one  man  being  crit¬ 
ically  injured.  Since  a  Dustoff  helicopter  could  not  be  roado  available 
immcdiatoly,  an  XM-706  transported  the  injured  man  to  a  medical  facility. 

(c)  REC0M*![EHDATI0N;  That  personnel  stretchers  (litters)  be 
made  an  integral  part  of  the  armored  car  XM-706.  They  are  easily  mount¬ 
ed  on  tho  front  of  tl;o  vehicle, 

(7)  Roar  Ends  on  XI''i-706  aniored  car. 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  Difficulty  Ins  boon  experienced  in  Liaintain- 
ing  rear  differentials  on  tho  XM-706.

(b)  Sl^ALUATIOKl;  VJhilo  the  truck  rim  is  the  sane  size  as  the 
XM-706  rim,  it  has  a  different  nieibor  of  bolts  and  vill  not  fit  the  am- 
orod  car,  "Do  Not  Substitute"  codes  on  requisitions  and  letters  to  the 
rnaintenango  facility  have  brought  no  results, 

(c)  KBG0^iME^JDATI0N;  Dotomiine  at  what  level  this  substitute 
item  is  listed  and  make  necessary  corrections, 

g.  CcmHiunications.; 

(1)  Improvement  of  the  RT  524  radio. 

(a)  0BSF.RVATI0R;  Hie  A5100,  A5200,  or  tho  A4300  nodules  in 
the  squelch  or  power  circuit  on  tho  RT  524  radio  burn  out  if  the  vo- 
tdelo  is  started  wMlo  the  radio  is  on. 

(b)  EVALUATION;  Of ton  tho  oporator  of  a  vohiclc  forgets  to 
turn  off  the  RT  524  radio  before  starting  the  vehicle,  Tlie  starting 
of  the  motor  sends  a  surge  of  power  into  tho  RT  524  radio  which  de- 
stro2^  ono  of  tho  modules  in  the  souolch  or  power  circuit.

1.  This  Headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned 
for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  October  1970  from  Headquarters,  93d 
Military  Police  Battalion  and  comments  of  indorsing  headquarters. 

2.  Comments  follow; 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  "The  Loss  of  Potential  Army  Career  Men," 
page  9,  paragraph  2a(l)  and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2a:  concur  with  the 
recommendation  stated  in  the  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2a.  The  current  trend 
within  the  Army  is  towards  more  liberalized  degree  completion  programs.  No 
action  by  USARPAC  or  DA  is  recommended.  Unit  has  been  so  advised. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  "Reassignments  for  newly  promoted  Sergeants 
page  10,  paragraph  2a(2)  and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2b:  concur  with 

the  action  proposed  as  stated  in  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2b.  No  action  by 
USARPAC  or  DA  is  recommended. 

Co  Reference  item  concerning  "M-73  Machine  Guns,"  page  13,  paragraph  2f(l) 
and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2j;  concur.  The  deficiency  should  be  reported 
to  USA  Weapons  Command  throiigh  sutsaission  of  an  Equipment  Improvement  Rec¬ 
ommendation  (EIR)  by  the  unit  concerned.  The  unit  has  been  informed  to  submit 
an  EIR.  Also,  a  technical  representative  from  LAOV  will  also  look  into  the 
problem  in  the  unit.  No  action  by  USARPAC  or  DA  is  recommended. 

d.  Reference  item  concerning  "Barrel  Locking  Lever  on  the  M-60  machine 
gun,"  page  l4,  paragraph  2f(2)  and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2k;  concur  in 
part  with  the  recommendation.  As  part  of  prefiring  procedures,  firers  should 
check  to  insure  that  the  barrel  is  properly  locked  into  position  prior  to 
firing.  This  should  be  included  as  a  part  of  unit  operator  training. 
Additionally,  the  unit  has  been  informed  to  submit  an  Equipment  Improvement 
Recommendation  (EIR)  on  the  barrel  locking  lever  for  USA  Weapons  Command's 
evaluation.

TACOM  has 
been  testing  such  a  windshield  in  Korea  and  reports  of  its  use  are  favorable.

f.  Reference  item  concerning  "Mirror  Boxes,"  page  lU,  paragraph  2f(U) 
and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2m:  concur  with  comment  that  stop  watches 
not  be  repaired  in  Vietnam.  They  can  be  obtained  through  supply  with 
authorization.  Recommend  93d  Military  Police  Battalion  request  MTOE. 

Nonconcur  with  comment  that  mirrors  need  be  purchased  on  the  econony. 

Recommend  unit  coordinate  with  supply  support  to  find  substitute  item  or 
report  the  equipment  on  EIR  as  unsuitable  for  field  use.  Substitution  of 
polished  metal  is  considered  an  adequate  field  substitute.  Unit  has  been 
so  advised. 

g.  Reference  item  concerning  "Slave  cylinders  for  XM-706  armored  car," 
page  15,  peiragraph  2f{5)  and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2n:  concur.  TACOM 

is  currently  studying  this  problem.  ARVN  VlOO  vehicles  have  been  experiencing 
the  same  difficulty.  It  appears  that  the  newer  cylinders  procured  under  the 
same  FSN  have  different  part  numbers.  This  is  further  complicated  by  the 
various  models  of  >3-1-706  produced  by  Cadillac  Gage.  TACOM  will  inform  this 
command  as  soon  as  the  problem  is  resolved.  Unit  has  been  so  advised. 

h.  Reference  item  concerning  "Personnel  Stretchers,"  page  15,  paragraph 
2f(6)  and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2o:  nonconcur.  While  it  is  recognized 
that  in  some  instances,  a  personnel  stretcher  could  be  a  valuable  asset, 
all  the  uses  of  the  XM-706  vehicles  would  not  justify  this  item.  Commanders 
at  battalion  or  higher  levels  could  authorize  use  of  this  item  with  their 
own  equipment  if  deemed  appropriate.  No  action  by  USARPAC  or  DA  is 
recommended.  Unit  has  been  so  advised. 

i.  Reference  item  concerning  "Rear  Ends  on  XM-706  armored  car,"  page

j.  Reference  item  concerning  "Tire  rims  for  XM-706,"  page  l6,  paragraph 
2f{8):  concur  in  that  FSN  2530-287-5701  was  an  incorrect  substitution  for 
FSN  2530-93l*-2360.  This  discrepancy  was  corrected  by  the  CONUS  NICP  and  a 
contract  for  FSN  2530-93*<-2360  was  let  in  November  1970.  ETA  of  62  each 
FSN  2530-93i»-2360  in  USARV  is  May  1971.  No  action  by  USARPAC  or  DA  is 
recommended.  Unit  has  been  so  advised. 

k.  Reference  item  concerning  "Improvement  of  the  RT  52*4  radio,"  page  l6, 
paragraph  2g(l)  and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2q.
